This office action is in response to the after final amendment on 1/25/2010. Claims 1 - 
5 have been cancelled. A certified translation of the foreign priority document has been 
received.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 10-13 and 21 - 23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious independent claims 6 including the 
features of a gate electrode, a lower electrode of a capacitor and gate lines being 
arranged on the gate insulation film; a passivation film arranged on the upper electrode 
of the capacitor and on the data lines; and a power supply layer also arranged on the 
passivation film and electrically connected to the other one of the source and drain 
electrodes through the other one of the first and second contact holes in combination 
with the other features of claim 6. The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious independent claim 10 for related reasons.
